Surprises abound 
in student survey

Did you know that students who 
drive to school getlower grades than 
students who do not? 

Are you aware that pupils who eat 
breakfast get higher grades than 
those who skip the morning meal? 

These are facts uncovered in a 
recent survey taken at Romulus 
High School. 

Under the direction and in- 
struction of Robert Beauchamp, the 
Data Processing class recently 
conducted an interesting exercise in 
data collection methods and com- 
puterized file structure of student 
behavioral patterns at the senior 
high school. 

Although the survey results are 
not fully tabulated, they have 
revealed several interesting and 
intriguing facts so far. For instance, 
14 percent of RHS students watch at 
least five hours of television a day. 
But their grades do not significantly 
differ from those who do not gaze at 
the TV tube as much. 

The survey of 26 questions was 
given to each second hour class 
teacher to be anonymously com- 
pleted by the students in their class. 
This information was entered into 
the computer and data processing 
students had the opportunity to 
study various methods of analyzing 
data. 

Each student had to write a 
program for each hypothesis that 
was selected for testing, such as: 
“Do students who drive to school get 
lower grades than students who do 
not?" (These students received 
significantly lower grades). 

Another fact uncovered is the item 
that students who drive to school 
enjoy school less and skip more. 
Also, some 65 percent, according to 
the survey, have already decided on 
a career choice to pursue in later 
life. As the grade progressed (10th, 
11th, 12th), the higher thfe number of 
students who had made up their 
mind. 

Of students enrolled in vocational 
education classes, 70 percent said 
they had decided which career to 
follow. Students in Beauchamp s 
class studied various statistical 
methods of data to make sure they

were not assuming information. The 
survey of the high school students 
took four weeks. 

There was other data compiled 
which did not call for any con- P 
elusion, such as their favorite record 
albums, favorite radio stations and 
other choices. 

Beauchamp got the idea for his 
computer survey project at a con- 
ference of National Association of 
Users of Computers Applications to 
Learning. 

Terri Burrell and Robert Blanton, 
two students who worked on the 
project, were interviewed on their 
conclusions. 

“Much programming was studied 
and it was a lot more fun than just 
reading it out of a book," Robert 
said. It was his contention, and 
supported by Terri, that everyone 
learned more and retained more by 
this method. 

“The operation was run as a 
market or consumer research in an 
actual business setting. We ran the 
show and all the Data Class students 
designed, researched, compiled, 
tested and documented the results," 
Robert explained. 

Terri mentioned that math was 
also heavily incorporated, such as 
learning percentages, into the 
learning processes. “Not only was 
the data processing part of the 
project interesting," Terri said, 

“but math became a practical ap- 
plication in personal use." 

Each student in the class had to 
come up with questions for the 
survey as well as asking fellow 
students and teachers for their 
suggestions about the survey. 

“Response was so favorable that ’ 
not all the questions could be in- 
cluded in the behavioral question- 
naire and we had to decide which 
ones were most pertinent to the 
student body," Terri pointed out 

Terri and Robert agreed that a 
good lesson in group agreement was 
learned in the process. 

Robert, who is returning next year 
for a class extension, savs, “There is 
much interest generated in this 
project and they intend to run a 
similar survey next year. 

“Hindsight is better than foresight 
and we are going to use this year s 
experiences to help us next year.

Wayne County Commissioner 
Thomas Presnell, head of a task 
force formed to deal with the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport parking 
problem, has called for a full report 
on plans for increased parking at the 
airport. 

Presnell, who proposed the task 
force, asked the County Road 
Commission which operates the 
facility, to submit a comprehensive 
report by May 15. 

Presnell (D-Westland) said the 


report is the first step in im- 
plementing his resolution requesting 
that the possibility of providing 
temporary satellite parking areas 
for air travelers during the 
Christmas-Easter travel crunch be 
studied. He suggested that shuttle 
bus service be provided from the 
parking areas which could be 
located on public or private 
property. 

“We need to know what is being 
done to prevent a recurrence of the 


traffic jams which choked the 
airport last Christmas and Easter, 1 ' 
Presnell said. “Last December, the 
sheriffs department ticketed 300 
improperly parked cars and ordered 


30 cars towed away in just one night. 
This occurred after’ the airport 
opened an additional 1,000-space 
employees’ parking lot to the 
public. ’*

Conservationists oppose 
amusement park plans 


A proposed amusement theme park in Kensington 
Metropark in southeastern Michigan is an inap- 
propriate use of public parkland, according to the 
Michigan United Conservation Clubs. 

The state’s largest conservation organization is 
objecting to a lease by the Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority to a Southfield corporation 
of more than 100 acres of the metropark for a $2.5 
million private development. 

Thomas L. Washington, MUCC executive 
director, said his organization is opposing the 
Kensington Children Farm and Village Cor- 
poration’s plans to “commercialize” the metropark 
with mechanical rides and shops as part of a 
“children’s farm.” The corporation now operates a 
small animal farm on the leased site. 

“We do not believe this amusement park is an 
appropriate use of Kensington Park or is com- 
patible with the fragile natural resources of the 
park,” Washington said. “In addition, it is our belief 
that this lease by HCMA of public parkland to a 
private, profit-oriented corporation is not 
authorized by HCMA’s enabling legislation. We 
presently are consulting with our attorneys about 
the possibility of formal legal action against HCMA 
to stop construction of this amusement park.” 

Washington explained that MUCC is not opposed 
to the theme park in concept but opposes the use of

“If this corporation feels there is a market for this 
type of recreation,” he said, “then it should pur- 
chase private property for the development. Why 
should public parkland be used to benefit a private 
company? 

We do not believe the shore of Kent Lake is an 
appropriate place to build this carnival-type at- 
traction. It will destroy natural resources and 
detract from the atmosphere which makes Ken- 
sington Park one of the most popular recreation 
areas in Michigan.” 

The Kensington Area Property Owners 
Association, representing several hundred families 
in the park area, has actively opposed the project 
and brought the issue to the a ttention of MUCC. 

“We believe the homeowners association has 
reaised serious legal questions which deserve 
MUCC’s consideration,” Washington said. “This 
issue will set a precedent for the direction HCMA 
will go in the future development of all its parks. 

“HCMA’s enabling legislation defines parks as 
areas for picnicking, hiking, swimming, hunting, 
fishing, horseback riding and for wildlife sanc- 
tuaries, botanical gardens and so forth. Read in 
that context, it is apparent to us that this is not the 
type of recreation that HCMA should be 
promoting.”

At educational complex 


Farm life finds a spot in urban setting 


By September 1979, urban 
dwellers in the metropolitan area 
will have to go no further than the 
city of Wayne to visit a model farm 
— complete with bam, farmhouse, 
windmill, ponds, orchards, field 
crops and a greenhouse. 

Wayne County officials broke 
ground Friday for a $5 million 
educational complex that will 
feature that mo del farm and a multi- 
purpose learning center. 

The educational center, to be 
located on a 26-acre site at Van Born 
Hoad between Howe and Venoy 
roads, is expected to provide in- 
formal, out-of-school learning op- 
portunities the year-around for 
nearly one-half million area 
residents. 

The project was developed and 
sponsored by the Wayne County 
Cooperative Extension Service, 
Donald J. Juchartz, director; and 
the Wayne County Intermediate 
School District. Dr. William Sim- 
mons, superintendent 

Last fall, the two county agencies 
were awarded the $4.7 million 
federal grant from the Economic 
Development Administration, to 
build the educational complex. The 
county already owns the land, which 
is north of the Wayne Cbunty 
Federated Library System 


headquarters and adjacent to the 
present Intermediate School District 
facility. 

The model farm will be used to 
teach urban dwellers about farm 
life, particularly school children 
who “really don’t know where their 
food comes from,” said Juchartz. 

The two-story multi-purpose 
building will also house offices and 
laboratories of the Cooperative 
Extension Service, as well as offices 
and meeting rooms for demon- 
strations, lectures and other 
educational functions of the In- 
termediate School District. The 
building will have a 250-seat 
auditorium for use by both county 
agencies. 

The county school district will 
provide printing and audio-visual 
services to the extension service, so 
part of the grant will be ised to 
enlarge the printshop in the present 
educatiaial center, which will be 
only 800 feet from the new building. 

Dr. Simmons emphasized the 
“Great educational impact” the new 
center will have on districts 
throughout the county, with on-site 
demonstrations and exhibits, tours 
and school-sponsored field trips. 

“The agricultural, gardening, 
family living and 4-H youth 
programs of the extension service 


will be effectively combined with the 
vocational-occupational services the 
county school district provides to the 
36 local districts in Wayne County.” 
he said. 

It w' as Juchartz who first proposed 
the idea of an educational center 
with model farm some 10 vears ago. 

He pointed out some additional 
features of the center. 

“Two ponds will be used for ex- 
perimenting and demonstrating 
pollution control techniques. We 
might even show how to raise fish as 
a crop,” he said. “There will be a 
variety of shade, fruit and flowering 
trees, farm crop areas and about 
eight acres to demonstrate home 
ornamental landscaping.” 

The red bam will house lecture- 
demonstration areas with arena- 
type seating. There will be winding 
footpaths and paved roads to 


provide access to all parts of the 
farm area and parking for 500 cars. 

The complex will be named the 
Wayne County Extension and 
Education Center. 

County officials estimated that the 
project will produce 140 construct ion 
jobs and at least 60 new permanent 
jobs. 

Once it is complete, the present 
Cooperative Extension Service 
facilities at 5455 Wayne Rd. will be 
closed, as will the 4-H and family 
living programs in the Wayne Post 
Office and the consumer Marketing 
Service in Detroit, Juchartz said. 

Several dignitaries attended the 
Friday afternoon groundbreaking 
ceremony, including Congressman 
William Ford (D-15th District), 
Jarrette Simmons, chairman of the 
Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners (D-Detroit); Richard E. 


Manning, vice chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners <D- 
Redford); Leonard Proctor, 
chairman of the Wayne County 
Board of Auditors; Wayne County 
Commissioner Edgar Harris (D- 
Taylor; and Dr. James R. Anderson, 
dean, College of Agriculture and 
Natural Resources, Michigan State 
University. 

Congressman Ford, who was the 
featured speaker at the land- 
breaking, praised the two county 
agencies for what he termed “a new 
spirit and level of cooperation in 
seeking federal funding.’’ 

“Quiteoften, agencies serving the 
same geographical area will 
compete against one another for 
federal monies,” Ford said “But, in 
this case, the Cooperative Extension 
Service and the County In- 


termediate School District joined 
forces to capture the federal grant ” 

Jarrette Simmons, chairman of 
the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners. said that Wayne County 
is the first in the nation to build an 
educational complex of this type 
She predicted that “it will become a 
model for the entire nation.” 

“This planned educatiaial center 
has attracted national attention,” 
Mrs Simmons said. “Other counties 
will be watching us to see if this 
unusual mix of urban meeting rooms 
and model farm wiU work. We are 
confident it will be a huge success.”

It’s taken a lot of hard work for 
Simonds and his family and co- 
workers to make a success of 
Bilmar’s Market. And much of the 
work in the first 24 years has been

'untax' 

A proposed constitutional 
amendment to change the way 
schools are financed in Michigan 
would be approved by voters, if the 
election were held today, a state- 
wide poll of voter attitudes showed. 

Officials of Citizens for More 
Sensible Financing of Education, 
who released the poll, said they are 
“very encouraged by the strong 
support” the proposed Education 
Voucher Plan received in the poll. 
The citizen group is circulating 
petitions to place the proposed 
amendment on the ballot in the 
November election. 

Conducted by DeVries and 
Associates Inc., a nationally-known 
public opinion survey firm, the poll 
found the quality of public education 
ranks among the top 10 concerns of 
all Michigan voters. 

Participants in the DeVries poll 
were given a card describing in 
detail the proposed tuition voucher 
plan and asked whether they would 
vote for or against the proposal 

“A majority of the voters (52.6 
percent) say that if theelection were 
held today, they would vote for the 
amendment to eliminate the use of 
property taxes for schools along 
with the state issuing a n educational 
voucher for each child of school 
age,” Dr. Walter DeVries said in his 
analysis of the poll. Only 26.3 per- 
cent said they were opposed, while a 
surprisingly small number (18.6 
percent) said they were undecided 

Voters gave more than a dozen 
reasons why they would vote for the 
proposal. The most frequently 
mentioned reason was that the 
proposal would bring an end to the 
property tax for education. 

Three out of four parents (74.5 
percent) with child*en in school who 
participated in the poll said they 
would keep their children in the 
same school they a re now attending, 
if the voucher plan is approved by 
voters in November 

Seven out of 10 voters disagree 
with allegations that state financial 
aid for non-public schools would 
destroy the public school system. 

The poll also showed that a 
majority (54.8 percent) of 
Michigan’s voters are dissatisfied 
with public education and that 
nearly six out of 10 feel the state’s 
present tax system is unfair. More 
than half (56.2 percent) of the 
persons who expressed 
dissatisfaction wtih public schools 
said they felt that way because 
children don’t learn the basics 
(“they can’t read, they can’t spell”) 
and because of “poor teaching.” 

Among those dissatisfied with 
public education, nearly three out of 
four voters (73.9 percent)feel 
education taxes are spent unwisely 
or they cannot make a judgement, 
while only 26.9 percent believe they 
are invested wisely. 

One out of three voters believe 
more money should be spent on 
basics and less on non-essentials.

Week highlights 
handicapped woes 


Eight students at Michigan State 
University once a week are asked to 
put their taste buds to the test. 

Cynthia J. Washington of 
Romulus is a member of a food 
tasters panel which is responsible 
for deciding what types of food are 
placed on the menu of the residence 
hall cafeterias at MSU. 

Each week the students try out 
new recipes and sample revisions of 
recipes already in use. They also 
test items from the university’s 
central bakery, as well as any item 
which the university food store is 
considering for purchase. 

Students test six to eight items a 
week, and rank the food items on a 
scale of 1 (poor) to 5 (very good) for 
odor, appearance, color, texture and 
flavor. 

A food must receive a rating of 3.5 
or better before it will be considred 
for the all-university menu, ac- 
cording to Helen Dunn, a foods 
specialist for MSU residence halls 
who developed the tasters panel. 

Of the many items tested, about 
one-fourth are approved. 

Although there are two seats 
reserved on the panel for 
representatives from the Residence 
Halls Association, students usually 
become members through an in- 
terest in improving the quality of the 
food served in their residence halls. 

Ms. Washington, who represents 
the Residence Halls Association, 
finds the panel to be beneficial to her 
because she is planning a career in 
food management.

Next week is National Han- 
dicapped Awareness Week 

Locally, the observance will be 
sponsored by the Easter Seal 
Society of Wayne County to focus 
public attention on the abilities of 
handicapped persons, as well as 
their problems of coping with 
architectural and attitudinal 
barriers. 

For many years the National 
Easter Seal Society has been a 
lea di ng a d voc at e i n the c a mpai gn 
to eliminate manmade en- 
vironmental barriers which 
infringe on the rights of the 
physically handicapped. 

National Handicapped 
AVareness Week was launched in 
1 $75 by the society , and it$ af: 
filiates throughout the United 
States as and intensified one- 
week effort to heighten public 
awareness of the barriers 
problem as the first step toward 
achieving the public commitment 
necessary’ to solve the problem. 

Since its modest beginning four 
years ago, other community 
service groups and self-help 
organizations of disabled persons 
have cooperated in the 
Awareness Week activities, 
planned to demonstrate the 
discriminatory inpact cf barriers 


in their communities. 

The need to change attitudes 
towards disabled persons is an 
integral part of Awareness Week 
programs. 

“Able-bodied members of 
society tend to see only an in- 
dividual’s disability, rather than 
recognize that person’s ability, 
training and experience,” said 
Jakki Sidge, special programs 
directory. 

She pointed out that while 
government sources estimate 
there are 35 million handicapped 
persons in the United States, the 
actual number is much larger. 

“All of us are handicapped at 
various times during our lives as 
the result of accidents, disease or 
the physical problems of aging,” 
she added. “Increasing ac- 
cessibility of buildings and their 
facilities will benefit the total 
population. 

“Laws and regulations are on 
the books to equalize opportunity 
for persons with disabilities and 
progress is being made. But 
greater public awareness is 
needed to make sure that han- 
dicapped persons in our com- 
munity can enjoy the same rights 
most of us take for granted.”

Court ruling alters 
emergency food 

stamps issue limit 


There is no skirting the fact that 
money, or the lack of it, has a large 
bearing on how one feels about the 
retirement years. 

I have talked to some men who 
actually were better off financially 
after retirement. They usually were 
men who had worked for years for a 
large company and who have 
pensions, stocks and bonds to sup- 
plement their Social Security. This 
income, along with the ending of 
some work related expenses, made 
it possible for them to start doing the 
things they had only dreamed of 
during the working years. 

Now they have time to travel, goll 
any day they wish, renew old hob- 
bies, see a Tiger game in the middle 
of the week; anything they had 
wanted to do, but couldn’t, while 
they still were punching a time 
clock. 

However, there are many more 
retired men who do not share the 
luxury of financial security. For 
them, time hangs heavily. 

The ideal answer for a a man 
without a pension plan would be, of 
course, to put X amount of dollars 
away each week in a special savings 
account, not to be touched until 
retirement. But we a re all aware of 


what can happen to a savings ac- 
count, if illness strikes, or some 
other tragedy such as a prolonged 
layoff occurs. And right now, with 
the inflation rate constantly rising, 
many men with good incomes would 
be hard pressed to put money aside 
each week for later years. 

Consequently, many men have 
turned to part-time work after 
retirement to supplement their 
Social Security. Health permitting, a 
part-time job can be a big help, not 
only financially, but in keeping the 
retiree active and away from the 
television set. 

Take stock of your abilities. Have 
you been a handyman around your 
house all these years? Offer your 
service to others at a reasonable 


rate. In many homes even with a 
male present, there is a need for 
outside help because of lack of time, 
or know-how. Have you always 
enjoyed working in your yardO 
Many working couples would gladly 
pay a reasonable price to have their 
yard beautified and cared for in the 
summer, so that their weekends 
could be free to spend as they like. 
Do you enjoy driving your car? How 
about a part-time taxi service for 
those who are unable to drive? 
(Better check with your insurance 
company first on this.) Have you 
perfected a trade or hobby well 
enough to teach it? Remember, any 
service you can offer for less than 
the usual price will be needed or 
wanted by someone. 

If part-time work is out of the 


question for any reason, it still is 
vitally important to remain active. 
The other night I called my mother 
long distance to wish her a happy 
birthday and became concerned 
when she answered breathlessly on 
my fifth try at 10 p.m. Her ex- 
planation: The senior citizen 
building where she lives had a birth- 
day part that night for mom and two 
other residents. She was a little 
short of breath from dancing so 
much. Her age is 78. 




Some households may be eligible 
for additional food stamp benefits as 
the result of a recent court decision 
regarding emergency issuance of 
food stamps. 

For several years, food stamp 
offices have been allowed to issue 
food stamps on an emergency basis 
— without first requiring full proof 
of eligibility for such benefits — to 
households with little or no income 
(usually less than $90 per month). 

i 

However, before food stamps 
could be issued, they did have to 
either contact a person who was not 
a member of the household in order 
to get some confirmation of the 
household’s eligibility or have the 
household itself provide proof of 
eligibility. No household was 
allowed to receive emergency 
benefits more than once every six 
months. 

Now a federal court has ruled that 
it is not legal to limit a household to 
emergency stamps only once every 
six months or to require con- 
firmation of the household's 
eligibility before the emergency 
stamps cquld be issued. Very few 
households will be affected by this 
decison, because the income level 


needed to qualify is so low. 

However, if you applied for or 
asked about food stamps since 
August 1974, you may be eligible for 
additional benefits or a reduction in 
the current purchase price, if you fit 
into either of the following groups: 

(1) You received food stamps at no 
cost but did not receive them the 
same month you applied; or 

(2) Even though your household 
had little or no income (this would 
most likely mean income of less than 
$90 per month) , you contacted a food 
stamp office but did not apply, or 
applied but did' not follow-up on your 
application, because you thought 
there could be difficulty or delay in 
obtaining proof of your need to 
receive stamps immediatelv. 

If you think you fit in either of 
these groups, immediately contact 
the local Department of Social 
Services, or the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture at Midwest Region 
Food and Nutrition Service, USDA, 
536 South Clark St., Chicago, 111. 
60605. 

Yor do not have to be currently 
eligible or food stamps in order to 
get the month’s worth of benefits you 
lost in the past.

And 
Michigan State 
University hor-i 
ticulturists suggest it’s 
ideal for a bathroom or 
kitchen where light is 
low and humidity is 
high. 

The purple waffle 
(Hemigraphis ‘Exot- 
ica’) is a native of 
New Guinea, It is a 
trailing plant with wine 
red stems and metallic 
green leaves with red 
undersides. It thrives in 
shade. 

Warm temperatures 

— a night minimum of 
62-65 degrees and 
daytime temperatures 
of 80-85 — are ideal. 
High humidity is a 
must, 

Pot in a standard 
houseplant potting soil 
and water whenever the 
soil surface feels dry. 
Never allow the soil to 
dry out completely, 
especially under high 
tempeatures. 

Fertilize every one to 
two months with any 
standard houseplant 
food. 

This fast growing 
plant may be used as a 
specimen plant for a 
table or shelf, in a 
hanging basket or as a 
ground cover in a large 
planter. 

Possible pests include 
white flies, mealybugs 
and spider mites. 

Propagation is by 
cuttings.

Unsigned letter 
hits us on 

recall position 


The mail bag at Associated 
Newspapers is always an experience, 
but last week the opening of the mail 
was of more interest than usual. 

Contained within the assorted- 
collection of material that usually 
greets our dedicated news editor was 
an unsigned note. Apparently it came 
from one of the disgruntled former 
school board members who was the 
victim of the wrath of the Romulus 
voters at the recent recall election. 

The note was penned on the bottom 
of a Detroit Free Press article written 
on the subject of recall elections, and 
referring to the right of recall as a 
suburban fad. 

The note simply said, “It is a shame 
that you had to be a part of the fad (in 
Romulus )." 

While we at Associated Newspapers 
certainly can understand the disap- 
pointment that must be experienced 
by any elected official when defeat 
replaces victory, we simply cannot 
understand how or why any citizen of 
a democracy can, or for that matter, 
would question the absolute right of 
the voters to either elect or remove an 
official from office. 

In this case, we are more than 
content to accept the unsigned letter 
for what it was probably worth, a last 
ditch shot at anyone who could con- 
ceivably have been supporting the 
recall effort. A final purging of the 
system, as it were. At least, that is 
what we hope it was. 

But, if that is not what it was, than 
maybe the author of that unsigned 
piece is better out of the political 
scene, and the voters are vindicated 
for their decision. 

At any rate, since there appears to 
still be some question in the minds of 
some persons relative to this paper’s 
position on the right of recall, we will 
explain again. 

We believe that the right of recall is 
fundamental to the democratic 
process, just as fundamental as the 
right of the voters to elect their 


representatives in the first place. 

We have never defended the recall 
on the basis that it was either fair or 
just. We have defended it soley on the 
basis that it is the absolute right of the 
citizen. 

How anyone who is truly dedicated 
to the principles of democracy can 
blast the citizens right of recall is 
beyond us. But politics generally is 
filled with more rhetoric than reason. 

We have consistently maintained 
that any elected official who would 
oppose the citizens’ right of recall 
represents a danger to the fun- 
damental democratic process which 
has elected him. While some officials 
who have faced the voters wrath and 
recall justify their position on the 
basis of representing ALL OF THE 
PEOPLE, we have never had a look at 
the crystal ball that they must be 
using when arriving at their decisions. 

That is, of course, not to say that 
some public officials have not been 
unfairly or even unjustly removed 
from office for nothing more serious 
than voting their conscience. But that 
is an occupational hazard that goes 
with the political game, and it is time 
for local politicians to accept the will 
of the people in both their election to, 
and possible removal from office. 

Maybe, someday in the future when 
our communities have matured, our 
politicians will have also matured 
enough to defend the system which has 
elevated them to leadership. But small 
towns with small politicians will ex- 
perience only small yields. 

It is up to the voters to elect only 
people who are big enough to be 
citizens first and only politicians, 
later. 

In the meantime, if you need ad- 
ditonal insight into a potential can- 
didate’s stature, just ask him, “What 
do you think of the citizens’ right of 
recall?” 

No, the right of recall is not a fad, 
unless of course, democracy itself is a 
fad.

Fr om Romulus City Hall 

Oakley proposal 
would recover 
tax break dollars 


I would like to commend the Romulus 
City Council for voting unanimously in 
support of a resolution I introduced 
several weeks ago, designed to return 
some of the income tax money generated 
by Public Act 198 to local municipalities. 

Allow me to briefly explain the 
background of my action. 

In 1974, the state legislature enacted 
several laws containing economic in- 
centives which were intended to stimulate 
the economic development of the state by 
providing a more favorable business 
climate to corporations located in 
Michigan. 

Among these measures was a unique 
piece of legislation called P.A. 198, which 
provided liberal tax benefits to companies 
wishing to modernize or build new plants 
in Michigan. 

Specifically, the law allowed businesses 
to apply to a local city government for the 
establishment of an industrial develop- 
ment district. 

Once established by the city council, the 
company could then apply for a 50 percent 
tax exemption over a period of twelve 
years to build a new plant in Michigan. 

The reason these measures were 


needed, was because neighboring and 
southern states were providing some very 
alluring enticements of their own, in- 
cluding lower labor costs, tax breaks, 
unlimited available land, in addition to 
free goodies like newly-paved roads, 
improved or extended rail lines, and much 
more. 

As a result of these tactics, many in- 
dustries were leaving Michigan and 
locating elsewhere, contributing to what 
many developers felt was already an 
unattractive investment climate. 

To help stem this tide, Romulus was one 
of the first communities in the state to 
grant industrial development districts. 

Accordingly, companies like GM Detroit 
Diesel Allison and Kelsey Hayes an- 
nounced expansion plans in Romulus, thus 
providing for many more jobs for Romulus 
residents in addition to expanding the 
industrial tax base. 

Although a city benefits from these 
provisions in increased property taxes, the 
state receives an immediate benefit in the 
form of new income taxes. 

Under my proposal, a "State Sharing 
Flan" would be established, whereby a 
portion of the additional tax money 
generated by P.A. 198 participants, would

be returned to the municipality granting 
the exemption. 

This would go a long way toward com- 
pensating the city for the twelve years 
that the 50 percent exemption is in effect. 

Not only is this source of revenue 
presently un-tapped by local governments, 
it would provide an added incentive to 
grant the industrial tax exemption in the 
first place. 

I have contacted Senator Faust, who has 
agreed to sponsor legislation in- 
corporating the provisions of the Romulus 
resolution. 

The measure may not be happily 
received by state lawmakers, but I believe 
it is a fair and just proposal and will, if 
enacted, provide badly needed additional 
money to municipalities across the state, 
without cutting present services or 
jeopardizing future programs. 


Editor's Log 

Application faulty ; 
not principle

For the past several years, May 1st has 
been designated as Law Day throughout 
the United States. Hoping to offset the 
traditional May Day celebrations held 
behind the ‘Iron Curtain’, Law Day was 
instituted by president Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in 1958, to provide the world 
with a view of this nation’s dedication to 
individual freedom through the evenly 
applied concept of law. 

For that reason, many units of govern- 
ment have set aside May 1st for the ob- 
servance of law and all that the people of 
our free society have gained under its 
umbrella. 

It is for that reason that Judge Thomas 
Smith of Westland’s 18th District Court, 
has for the past several years sponsored 
Law Day essay contests for local high 
school students, judged by local people. 
The Westland Rotary Club has been the 
site for the awards presentation to the 
winners. 

This year, Judge Smith chose for his 
essay subject: “Does the individual’s right 
to privacy prevail over society’s right to be 
informed during a criminal trial ?** 

I had agreed to Judge Smith’s request to 
sit as one of the judges of the students’ 
work. I was however just a little concerned 
about the depth of the subject chosen for 
the essays. While the subject of individual 
rights versus freedom of the press may 
appear straightforward, it actually en- 
compasses many very complex questions. 

I should not have been concerned. By 
and large the students handled the 
question very well. While not always 
totally grasping the signifigance of what 
they were writing the young authors 
managed to come to grips with most of the 
principal points of the subject. 

It was the concensus opinion of those 
students that prompts me to comment on 
how they had handled the question. 
Following is a breakdown on the response 
to the essay question that could be con- 
sidered to provide three possible clear 
positions : 


1. The individual’s right to privacy must 
always prevail. 

2. The individual’s right to privacy 
must be balanced by the public’s right to 
be informed. 

3. Society’s right to be informed out- 
weighs the individual’s right to privacy. 

It was interesting to note that out of the 
22 essays entered in the contest, only one 
author felt that the judicial system should 
be given more latitude in controlling what 
a newspaper may print regarding a 
specific trial. 

Of the remaining 21 essays, seven of the 
authors felt that the individual’s right to 
privacy outweighed all other con- 
siderations. Eleven authors felt that the 
individual’s privacy must be a con- 
sideration in the degree of freedom 
allowed the press to cover the trial. But 
probably the largest disappointment was 
in the fact that only three of the authors 
apparently recognized the essential 
principle embodied in the constitution’s 
guarantee of a free press. 

A common thread running through all of 
the essays in each group contained the 
concern that the individual, who may not 
even be guilty of the crime charged, would 
by the very fact of a trial, be judged guilty 
by his friends and neighbors. But it was the 
way that the authors addressed this 
concern that was of particular interest. 

Those writers whom I have listed in 
group one felt that the accused individual 
should be protected to the exclusion of 
society’s right to be informed. Writers in 
group two supported limited control over 
the press’ ability to report the identity of 
those charged with crime. 

And those in group three, while un- 
derstanding the potential problems 
stemming from unlimited press coverage, 
felt that limitation on ‘freedom of the 
press’ carried with it a large potential for 
abuse, far overshadowing the possible 
damage to the individual. 


Earlier, I stated that I was disappointed 
because only three of the authors (about 
13 percent) felt that freedom of the press 
was absolutely essential. 

I was disappointed because, out of the 
more than 200 students who were invited to 
enter the contest, those 22 who did, 
probably represented some of the best 
students at the schools, and only three, or 
1.5 percent felt that freedom of the press is 
essential. 

Why? Well, my guess is that the students 
had a difficult time separating principle 
from the application of principle. 

Many of the essays contained language 
to the effect that ‘someone’ should protect 
the rights of the individual, but that 
someone was rarely identified. Too often 
that type of logic has come back to haunt 
its advocates. 

In pre-war Germany of 1938, the citizens 
found that someone. But, Adolf Hitler 
succumbed to absolute power that ab- 
solutely corrupts. The world should never 
forget! 

True, newspapers have been guilty of 
excesses. They have also been guilty of 
deliberate sensationalism in order to boost 
sagging sales, but that has not been the 
norm. Most have fought to provide the 
citizens of this democracy with 
unrestricted access to all of the news, not 
just the news that the government decided 
was fit for public consumption. 

So, if someone must protect the rights of 
the individual, I would much prefer to see 
that responsibility left in the hands of 
hundreds rather than in the hands of just a 
few, even if the hundreds must be the 
newspaper editors across our country. 

I would hope that those 22 students who 
chose to express themselves so well on this 
subject, simply remember: A principle 
should not be the target of attack if it’s the 
application of that principle that is faulty. 
Alter all, it is not the principle of freedom 
of speech which is at fault when someone 
jokingly yells ‘fire’ in a crowded building.

Cost of empty hospital beds eyed by House

The rising cost of healthcare is a serious 
problem. Such costs now represent about 
$1 out of every $12 we pay for all goods and 
services produced in the United States. 
Here in Michigan, each one of us will 
spend, on the average, about $550 this year 
to pay for necessary health services. 

Although all of us feel the effects of 
higher health care prices, through our 
taxes, the dollars we pay to buy health 
insurance or the money we spend to buy 
health services, the burden is greatest on 
those of us who must depend on govern- 
ment programs to provide needed health 
services or go without, the poor and the 
elderly. 

In the past, Michigan legislators have 
often been in the position of having to react 
to increasing health care costs either by 
increasing taxes or reducing services. 
Neither of these choices is a very easy one 
for any of us to make. Last year, however, 
members of the Legislature organized a 
special task force composed of people 
from private industry, labor and govern- 
ment to look at what else could be done to 
reduce health care costs. 

As one of its major recommendations, 
the task force suggested that the 
Legislature establish a plan to reduce the 
supply of excess or empty hospital beds in 
Michigan. Excess hospital beds were 
chosen because they are an unnecessary 
expense and, given the high cost of 
hospital stay, the savings gained from 
reducing excess beds could be substantial. 

Currently in Michigan, we have between 
5 and 7 thousand beds more than we need 
to provide high quality hospital care. 
There are a number of reasons for this. 
First, many people have moved out of our 
cities into the suburbs, leaving a reduced 
number of patients who use our inner city 
hospitals. Additionally, fewer people are 
being bom so our population is not growing 
as it once was. Also, we have more ser- 
vices that are being provided in clinics and 
doctors’ offices with fewer people needing 
to be hospitalized. 

The existence of excess beds contributes 
to unnecessary hospital costs because 
there are certain costs that must be paid 
regardless of whether or not the bed is 
filled or empty. Also, when there is a bed 
available there is often a great deal of 
pressure placed on physicians to put a 
patient in that bed, even though that 
person may .be treated successfully 
elsewhere at a lower cost. 

The Office of Health and Medical Af- 
fairs, the health planning arm of state 


government, has estimated that, at a 
minimum, it costs over $30,000 per year to 
maintain each of these beds. The Office 
estimates that the current excess bedding 
problem costs Michigan residents over 
$200 million per year. That represents 
money that is being spent in the health 
care area that is not providing needed 
services to Michigan residents. 

In response to the problem, the 
Legislature has developed a bill (HB 4491) 
to establish a plan to remove these beds. 
The plan is unique in that it establishes the 
local community as the primary element 
in the planning process. Some highlights of 
the plan are: 

1. Planning for the reduction of excess 
hospital beds will be done at the local level. 
Although the Department of Public Health 
will be responsible for identifying those 
areas of the state where excess hospital 
beds exist, the responsibility for 
developing plans to reduce these beds will 
be assigned to the local health planning 
agencies. 

2. One major intent of the bill is to begin 
to get hospitals to cooperate and to share 
their services. In the past, most hospitals 
have operated reasonably independently 
of one another, even though in many cases 
they have served the same residents in a 
community. The result has been that many 
of these facilities perform similiar func- 
tions where it would be more economical 
to have them share responsibilities in 
serving community residents. The bill will 
hopefully provide an opportunity for 
hospitals to begin to work together in a 
more cost effective manner. 

3. The bill provides for a five year time 
frame in which to accomplish the 
necessary reduction in beds. The intent of 
the bill is to provide a long enough period 
of time to insure that the bed reductions 
will not disrupt the delivery of medical 
care to the community and will not 
jeopardize the hospital’s ability to provide 
that care. 

4. Areas that have less than 25 excess 
beds will be exempt from the planning 
process. This provision will insure that 
many of the rural areas, where closing 
beds will not result in significant cost 
savings, will not be included in the 
legislation. The planning activities 
provided for in the bill will not be required 
in these areas. 

5. A committee will be established to 
address the financial and other problems 
associated with removing excess hospital 
beds. This provision will insure that

FMG's fill 
void

In the United States today, something 
approaching 30 percent of the practicing 
physicians are FMG’s (Foreign Medical 
Graduates). 

It’s probably obvious, but just in case, an 
FMG is a person who graduated from a 
medical school in another country, say 
Canada or Germany, and then emigrated 
to the U.S. to begin a career in medicine. 

In this column, I want to write about a 
man who is properly an FMG; but, there’s 
an interesting twist to his story. 

Gust Petropoulos, MD, was born in 
Detroit and lived in the area until he was 
age 7. 

“My father was a businessman. He 
packed and sold lunches to workers at the 
Budd Company plant. In the middle 1930’s, 
the country was caught up in the 
depression, and my father’s business 
began to fail. Father followed the 
traditions of the old country ; he sent my 
mother, my brother and sister, and myself 
back to greece until such time as he could 
recoup and return us to the States.” 

Like many dreams, it didn’t quite work 
that way and Gust Petropoulos spent his 
adolescence in Athens, Greece. He 
graduated from high school, and because 
he was an American, he was drafted into 
the U.S. Army in 1945 just at the conclusion 
of World War II. 

He finished his military service and then 
entered the University of Athens for pre- 
med and medical school. 

Dr. Petropoulos returned to the U.S. and 
began a private practice in Ypsilanti in 
1957. During the time he was in private 
practice, he spent one year in the Beyer 
Memorial Hospital emergency service. 

“Emergency rooms 20 years ago did not 
have the sophistication we all take for 
granted today. And rescue service was, at 
best, primitive compared to contemporary 
standards. 

“As demands for service began to in- 
crease, many physicians stopped making 
house calls. It became clear to me that 
emergency rooms were beginning to 
evolve into a combined emergency-clinical 
service. That trend continues to this day, 
and perhaps 60or70 percent of all patients 
seen in the emergency room are classified 
as clinical cases — colds, influenza, sore 
throats, and yes, even hang nails.” 

Dr. Petropoulos said that as emergency 


rooms began to see more and more clinical 
cases, it became evident that the 
physicians working in that service would 
have to develop skills and techniques 
beyond those employed in private prac- 
tice. Additionally, cases of severe trauma 
were on the increase, and again it was 
obvious that specialized training was 
indicated for emergency room personnel. , 

In 1962, Dr. Petropoulos met with John J. 
Freysinger who at that time was the 
Administrator at Beyer Memorial to 
discuss a concept of Mr. Freysinger ’s. The 
concept was to establish emergency 
medicine as a separate discipline. The 
concept became reality, and thus a 
program was established in Michigan — 
the second state in the Union to set up such 
a program. 

“It’s safe to say that John Freysinger 
was the leader in this effort in Michigan to 
upgrade the skills of the emergency room 
physician,” said Dr. Petropoulos. 

Mr. Freysinger, incidently, is now the 
Executive Director of the PCHA. 

Dr. Petropoulos came to Annapolis 
Hospital in 1964, and he is currently the 
Chief of the emergency service and 
President of the emergency room PC 
(Professional Corporation) responsible for 
staffing at both Annapolis and the new 
PCHA Heritage Hospital 

“I’m convinced that the emergency 
room is the workshop of the physician. The 
challenge can be exhilerating Consider, 
for example, the case of a trauma victim 
who is brought in comatose. You as the 
primary physician have never seen this 
person before, and thus have no medical 
history to guide you. You must make a 
diagnosis, and you must make that 
diagnosis quickly in a life-threatened 
situation. You call upon your medical 
training and sometimes on your intuition. 
The challenge is demanding, and the 
success is refreshing.” 

Approximately 50,000 patients are seen 
each year in the Annapolis emergency 
room ; it is clearly the busiest of the many 
services offered. 

As we concluded the interview, Dr. 
Petropoulos said, “Be sure to give credit to 
the valuable professional staff we have 
working with us. Without those dedicated 
people I’m afraid we’d never be able to 
boast the success record that we have.” 


hospitals will have the financial resources 
necessary to remove excess hospital 
capacity without jeopardizing their ability 
to provide high quality medical services. 


This legislation is very important to all 
of us. If we can identify areas where we 
are spending our health care dollar un- 
wisely and move to eliminate such ex-

a basis for the allocation of state 
funds. 

All of the survey results have been 
put on the computers maintained by 
the intermediate district and the 
results, down to the level of each 
school building in the county, can be 
obtained by the local school 
districts. 


The choices of the administrators 
closely followed the teachers 
choices although they were not 
exactly the same. 

Teachers also were asked in what 
inservice training they would 
participate. About half of the 
teachers responding indicated they 
would be willing to be ivolved in 
such training. 

Dr. Samuel Mangione, coor- 
dinator for general education for the 
intermediate district, said the 
survey would be important in the 
planning of future teacher centers to 
be established in the county with 
financing by the State Department 
of Education. Dr. Mangione was 
directorof the present survey which 
was conducted during December 
and January. 

He noted that the survey results 
would be valuable for reports on 
inservice needs requested by the 
State Department of Education. A 
Professional Development Advisory 
Council in each of the 58 in- 
termediate school districts in the 
state is asked to identify its needs as 


Gassroom discipline is the most 
pressing problem for area teachers 
according to the largest survey of 
educators done recently in Wayne 
County. 

The Wayne County Intermediate 
School District sent questionnaires 
to some 25,000 teachers and ad- 
ministrators asking them to define 
their major concerns. A total of 
15,213 teachers and 1,560 ad- 
ministrators responded. 

The purpose of the survey was to 
determine in what areas teachers 
and administrators would like to 
have inservice training. The in- 
termediate district plans or con- 
ducts such workshops as one of its 
many services to the 36 local school 
districts in Wayne County. 

Asked to list their top priorities for 
inservice topics, the teachers listed 
discipline first with reading and 
language arts a close second. 

A somewhat unexpected result of 
the survey was that the education of 
gifted pupils was ranked No. 5 and 
that health and nutrition ranked No.

'Leisure labors' head for the outdoors 


Lawn & Garden 


If the gardening bug doesn’t get 
you by the end of this month, you 
must be immune! Here are some 
tips on timely lawn and garden 
activities from Michigan State 
University Extension specialists: 

—Plant tuberous begonias and 
caladiums outdoors in shaded areas. 

—Plant new chrysanthemums and 
divide old ones. Pinch the tips to 
produce bushy, compact plants. 

—Fertilize spring flowering bulbs 
before or during bloom. Remove 
flowers heads after blossoms fade, 
but let the leaves remain on the 
bulbs until they die. They help builc 
up the bulb for next year’s 
blossoms. 

—Plan dahlias, cannas and 
summer flow ering bulbs through the 
end of the month. Planting gladiloi 
now through the end of June should 
give you a continuous supply of cut 


flowers through the summer. 

—Fertilize roses and begin to 
spray them once a week with an all- 
purpose rose spray to keep diseases 
and insects under control. Start 
spraying as soon as new growth 
appears and continue through 
August. 

—Plant petunias, impatiens, wax 
begonias, alyssum, etc., after the 
danger of frost is past. 

—Apply summer mulches to 
flower beds and borders, 

—Prune away unwanted sucker 
growth around raspberries when the 
shoots are about a foot high. 

— Tliin the fruit on apple and 


peach trees two to three weeks after 
petals fall so that individual fruits 
are about eight inches apart. This 
should result in bigger, higher 
quality fruit. 

—Maintain a regular spray 
program to protect fruit trees 
against diseases and insects 

—Remove the May blooms from 
everberaring strawberries. 

—Help vegetable transplants 
adjust to outdoor conditions by 
setting flats outdoors in a sunny, 
protected spot during the day and 
carrying them indoors at night for 
10-14 days before setting plants into 


Garden Doctor says... 


This week the Garden Doctor talks 
about: 

Q: My African violets have 
patches of white mold on the leaves 
How should I get rid of it? 

A: If the mold looks like bits of 
cotton and feels like cotton candy 
you are probably seeing the egg sacs 
of mealy bugs. They can be con- 
trolled by using a pyre thrum spray 
or, if only a few are in evidence, 
touch each of them with a bit of 
cotton dripped in rubbing alcohol. 
White mold may grow on the soil and 
is indicative of too much moisture. 
Skim it off andallcxv the soil surface 
to dry between waterings. 

Q: What varieties of tomatoes are 
good producers in Michigan? 


A: For early tomatoes try New 
Yorkers, Springset or Red Pak. For 
midseason choose Setmore, Jetstar, 
Campbell 1327 or Heinz. For a late 
crop Supersonic, Burpee or 
Manalucie have been rated high. 
Most of these are resistant to both 
Fusarium and Verticillium wilts. 

Q: I have tried re-seeding dead 
patches in the lawn many times 
before but seldom successfully. 
What is going wrong? 

There are several possibilities. 
First, the seeds must be in close 
contact with the soiL TTiat means 
thatch must be completely raked 
away. It’s hard to distinguish soil 
from thatch by visual observations. 
Feel the soil to be certain the thatch 


is completely removed Then 
roughen the soil to a depth of a 
couple of inches. Sprinkle on the 
seed at a rate of about 20 seeds per 
square inch. Cover with inch of 
soil by either raking lightly or 
sprinkling on some soil. The only 
chore that remains is to keep the 
surface soil constantly moist until 
roots are well established. 

Q: We have a chain link fence that 
I’d like to cover with vegetation. Can 
you recommend a vine that will 
provide a dense screening effect? 

A: Thereis more than one to meet 
your need. Common Dut- 
chmanspipe, Aristolochia durior, is 
a rapid grower with large heart- 
shaped leaves that create a fast, 
dense screen. A second possibility is 
Virginia Creeper, Parthenocissus 
quinquifolia. It blends well with a 
rustic landscape, but may be too 
rampant for small yards. A hardy 
grower for this purpose is Am- 
pelopsis brevipedunculta, com- 
monly called porcelain berry. It is a 
moderate grower that has clusters 
of berries in the fall

—Transplant in the evening or on 
a cloudy day to give transplants a 
chance to get over the initial shock 
before they have to withstand hot 
direct sunlight. 

—Plant onions, lettuce, radishes, 
spinach, beets and carrots for the 
second and third times. 

—Hold off planting tomatoes, 
peppers, squash, pumpkins, 
eggplant, beans, sweet corn and 
cumbers until after the danger of 
frost is past; or plan on providing 
them frost protection. 

—Mulch or cultivate tne vegetaDie 
garden to control weeds To 
cultivate, chop off weeds just under 
the soil surface. Deeper cultivation 
can injure crop roots and bring weed 
seeds up to the surface where they 
can germinate and grow. 

—When all danger of frost is past, 
set houseplants— except African 
violets— outdoors in a sheltered 
spot. Avoid exposing them to direct 
sun — they’ll burn. Check them 
frequently for insects and water as 
needed. Houseplants exposed to 
drying breezes may need water 
more often than they required it 
indoors. 

—Plant amaryllis bulbs outdoors 
for the summer. Sinking the pots 
into the garden soil in a shaded spot 
will reduce moisture loss. 

—Check oramentals for tent 
caterpillars. Remove the cater- 
pillars and their tents or spray with 
Bacillus thuringiensis, a bacterial 
disease that will control the 
caterpillars. 

—Check pine trees for sawfly 
larvae. They look like caterpillars 
and raise their heads when 
distirbed. Control them with a spray 
of malathion or Sevia 
Weak, old, damaged or poorly 
placed branches should be removed 
from spring flowering shrubs as 
soon as they have finished blooming. 
Retain the young, vigorous growth 
that will bear next year’s flowers. 

—Remove old flower heads from 
rhododendrons after they have 
bloomed. 

—Watch for spring and fall 
cankerworm larvae devouring the 


but durable trees 


Small trees for the urban land- 
scape always are in demand, but, 
unfortunately, not always easy to 
find. Most are worth making the 
effort to find, though. 

Good trees for city situations 
should be both pest (insect and 
disease) resistant, drought and 
pollution tollerant. Some not often 
seen, but with all these qualities, 
are: 

Hop Hornbeam (Ostrya 
virginiana ) has a straight trunk with 
shreddy bark, a dense crown and 
leaves that look like an elm. The 
autumn color is brilliant yellow, and 
the tree is medium sized to no more 
than 50-60 feet at maturity, and 
usually under 40 feet. 

Another is Callery Pear (Pyrus 
calleryana) a small growing tree (30 
feet), or Dwarf Korean Callery Pear 
(20 feet), with insignificant fruit and 
good flowering habit. Its shiny 
foliage turns maroon to reddish 
purple in the fall. Its dense 
pyramidal shaped crown makes it 
ideal for narrow or restricted areas. 

Golden-rain Tree ( Koelreuteria 
paniculata) is a small growing tree 
with beautiful upright panicles of 
yellow flowers in early July. It 
develops a graceful rounded crown 
and has a maximum height of 30 
feet. Don’t confuse this with the 
touchy, less than hardy Golden 
Chain Tree (Lebumum wateriri, 
often called vassii). 

Many Flowering Crabs (Malus) fit 
the situation, but lists of resistant 
varieties, clones and species should 
be obtained from the Wayne County 
Cooperative Extension Service 
before selecting these. Flower color, 
fruit, shape of crown and size vary 
greatly, along with pest resistance. 

Hedge Maple (Acer Compestre) 
will grow in many areas where 
Sugar, Norway and other maple will 
not do well. This small, 25-foot tree, 
when growTi with a single stem, is 
fine for small ornamental use in 
urban or city environments. 

In addition to these there are 


others which could be substituted for 
the Mountain Ash, which is 
defoliated by apple scab fungus 
disease and killed or damaged by 
Fire Blight bacterial disease. 

White or Paper Birch, both 
European and American, has been 5 
increasingly hard to keep alive and 
healthy because of both Bronze 
Borer and Birch Leaf Miner. Con- 
sider use of River Birch (Betula 
nigra) or even Paper Bark Maple 
(Acer griseum) as good substitutes. 
Both the River Birch and Paper 
Bark Maple exfoliate the paper-thin 
bark and are cinnamon brown in- 
stead of white. However, they are 
equally as attractive and interesting 
as any of the White Birches. The 
Paper Bark Maple is the smallest 
(25 feet ), whereas the River Birch 
can become quite large (80 to 90 
feet). 

Littleleaf Linden (Tilia chor- 
data), especially its cultivars such 
as Chancellor, Greenspire or 
Rancho, are fine for shade, reaching 
a height of 35 to 40 feet. It forms a 
dense, pyramidal crown with dark 
waxy leaves. Its flowering habit, not 
often mentioned, makes it attractive 
inlatespring. Individual fhavers are 
small and feathery, but present in 
such large numbers on healthy trees 
they become a creamy white mound 
when in full flower. 

Silver Linden (Tilia tomentosa), a 
smaller tree (25 feet), forms an even 
denser crown and has the added 
attraction of leaves that appear 
silver on the undersides. Fully hardy 
and adaptable to almost any soil 
type, it develops a small, oval 
shaped crown 

European Hornbeam (Carpinus 
betulus), a tree which reaches, at 
the most. 30 feet, has a dense crown 
and is available in a columnar form 
(columaris ) or a fastigate form 
(fastigiata ). A fine, pest resistant, 
small tree that adapts well to any 
soil. Foilage generally is dark and 
shiny.

# Vendors ' spread word 


New York City, that teeming, 
bustling city with its millions of 
people, is the city where I was bom. 
Although our family moved out 
when I was only six, I recall certain 
scenes from my earliest years. 

One indelible memory is that of 
the colorful street vendors. 
Straining behind their pushcarts, 
they would come laden with what 
seemed to me to be the biggest, 
shinest apples and most appetizing 
watermelons that were ever grown. 

I recall hearing these men, mostly 
Italians, screaming at the top of 
their lungs “bananas”, “potatoes”, 

tomatoes”. And again, “bananas” . . 

Those street vendors with their 
pushcarts have long since passed out 
of thescene, but they are a reminder 
to meofa passageof Scripture found 
in the Old Testament. The prophet 
Isaiah remembered the street 
vendors of his day and he uses that 
same approach to communicate an 
important message to the people of 
his time. The words are recorded in 
Isaiah, Chapter 56. 

“Ho, every one who thirsts, come 
to the waters; and he who has no 
money, come, buy and eat! Come, 
buy wine and milk without money 
and without price.” 

TTiis must have been an offer that 
caused great excitement and even 
puzzlement to his listeners. They 
used to sell water through the 
streets and a certain price was 
charged for so valuable an item. But 
here, Isaiah, the prophet who came 
to the people of Jerusalem as a 
street vendor, announces that people 
can come to receive the basic 
necessities of life for nothing. More, 
they could receive wine and milk 
without money and without price. 

As they listened further, they hear 
him ask some disturbing questions: 
“Why do you spend your money for 
that which is not bread and your 
labor for that which does not 
satisfy? Listen cfiligently to me, and 
eat what is good and delight yourself 
in fatness. Incline your ear, and 
come to me. Hear that your soul 
may live, and I will make you an 
everlasting covenant, my steadfast 
love.” 

Isaiah gives an explanatory word 
in stating further, “Seek the Lord 
while He may be found, call upon 
Him while He is near; let the wicked 
man forsake his way, and the 
unrighteous man his thoughts; let 
him rettrn to the Lord that God may 
have mercy on him. Let him return 
to our God for He will abundantly 
pardon.” 

If these words seem unfamiliar 
and perhaps even quaint, they ac- 
tually convey a message that has 
stood the test of time since Isaiah 
wrote them more than centuries 
ago. Heknew that the people of their 
day were going to have to scratch 
for a living, work day and night to 
make ends meet, and all the while 
they would be looking for something 
that would meet the deepest needs 
which they felt within themselves as 
human beings. 

As we turn our focus back to the 
contemporary scene in the 20th 
century, we see there is a lot of bad 
news all around. ‘Time” magazine 
last week carried a featured article 
on inflation. They reported “since 


the late 1960s, irflation has first 
crept, then leaped upward, ex- 
panding its list of victims to include 
just about the whole of V .S. society. 
A rare investor, rich and savvy 
enough to buy renaissance pain- 
tings. Chinese ceramics, or African 
diamonds, still may make money 
out of inflation, but for almost 
everyone else the inexorable rise in 
prices makes economic life a 
debilitating race in which one must 
run ever harder just to stay even. 
The workers’ raises have become a 
hollow joke; for him the ’70s has 

been a decade of nearly zero growth 
in livingstandards. Weekly wages of 
the Average non -supervisory em- 
ployee h ave j umped 86 percent since 
1967, but because of high inflation 

and high taxes, real spendable 
earnings have increased only 2.8 
percent. The squeezed, midcUe class 
homeowner often reaps little or 
nothing from the rise in value of his 
house ; if he sells, he w ill have to buy 

another that probably costs even 
more for the same or less room. 
Many of the poor have been denied 
the opportmity to join the middle 
class because the cost of doing so 
keeps going up . . . For voune 


marrieds, inflation makes the early 

years more of a struggle than ever 

. The frustration and fear of the 
future bred by inflation are social 
poison. “Time” continues. “An 
inflationary spiral could well lead to 
a shattering recession.” 

In addition to these concerns, we 
have heard from the US com- 
missioner on education admissions 
that the average man has known for 
a long time.

Your Medicare Part B (Medical) 
Insurance is a partnership between 
you and the federal government to 
afford you financial protection for 
physician services in case of illness 
or injury. 

Nearly all Medicare recipients 
elect to have their present $7.70 
coinsurance premium deducted 
from their monthly Social Security 
checks. However, you can opt not to 
have Part B coverage but you will 
have to pay a higher coinsurance 
premium, if you decide you want it 
at a later date. 

(Medicare Part B insurance 
premium will increase by 50 cents 
per month starting July 1, 1978.) 

Your share of the Part B Medicare 
protection includes the premium 
deducted from your Social Security 
checK.a $bt>-a-year deductible and 20 
percent of all reasonable Medical 
charges for a given year. 

In other words, your monthly 
premium pays for 80 percent of your 


allowable medical charges in any 
one year, and you pay the rest. As 
the fiscal agent for the federal 
government, Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield of Michigan is charged with 
the responsibility of receiving, 
reviewing, paying or rejecting all 
Medicare medical insurance claims, 
according to federal regulations. 

Medicare Part B protection pays 
for 80 percent of allowable charges 
for all covered services w hether the 
patient is treated in the physician’s 
office, a hospital, a skilled nursing 
facility, at home or in a group 
practice, health maintenance 
organization or clinic. 

Medicare Part B payments are 
made only to physicians who have 
accepted Medicare assignment In 
this case, “assignment” means 
payments are made only to 
physicians who will accept the 
amount the government will pay for 
the service rendered; will not 
charge more than the “reasonable” 
amounts allowed for his services 
under Medicare fee schedules, and 
will not charge the Medicare patient 
more than the deductible and 
coinsurance for covered services.

Among those services covered by 
Medicare Part B are medical and 
surgical services by a physician or 
an osteopath. Some dental, 
chiropractic and podiatric (foot) 
services also are covered under 
special circumstances. 

Other services which ordinarily 
are furnished ina doctor’s office and 
included in his bill also are covered. 
These include diagnostic tests and 
procedures, medical supplies, 
services of the office nurse, and 
drugs and other medicine which 


cannot be self-administered. But 
they must be medically necessary. 

The specialized services of 
radiologists or pathologists also are 
covered to 100 percent of what 
Medicare feels are reasonable 
charges, if you require radiological 
or pathological services while you 
are an inpatient in the hospital. 
However, these charges do not count 
toward your $60 annual deductible. 

Although Medicare B coverage is 
rather extensive, it is important to 
point out that there are some items 
that are not covered. They include 
routine physical examinations, 
routine eye and dental care, eye 
glasses, hearing aid fittings or 
changes and, finally, immunizations 
which are not related to injury or an 
immediate risk of infection. 

Your Medicare Part B insurance 
will pay for ambulance tran- 
sportation only if these 


requirements are met: 

(1) The ambulance company or 
service meets Medicare personnel 
and equipment requirements; 

(2) The trip is medically 
necessary (meaning transportation 
by any other means would endanger 
your life) and 

(3) You are transported to the 
hospital serving your locality or to 
thenearest hospital equipped to take 
care of any special medical needs.

Americans are on the move. 
According to the U.S. Census 
Bureau. nearly 35 million 
Americans will change addresses 
this year — the majority of them 
between June and September. 
Consumers who plan to move this 
summer should arm themselves 
with information to help make 
changing locations easier. 

Since money usually is an im- 
portant consideration in moving, 
consumers should understand the 
rate structure of commercial 
movers before deciding to use their 
services. While rates for moves 
between states are approved by the 
federal Interstate Commerce 
Commission (ICC), in-state movers’ 
rates are regulated by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission. 

Consequently, consumers should 
consider service when shopping for 
a moving company. The ICC 
publishes a list of each company’s 


performance record which is 
available from moving companies 

When looking at the company’s 
overall performance, remember it's 
an average. The company’s agent in 
your area may be bet to - or worse 
than the average. Ask friends or 
neighbors who have recently moved 
for their opinions and experiences 
with different movers. 

The first personal contact with a 
mover probably will occur when a 
presen tat ive of the firm comes to 
estimate the cost of the move. Don’t 
deal with a company which claims 
to be able to estimate the cost over 
the phone. Show the representative 
everything which needs to be moved 
including articles in the attic or the 
garage. A price estimate will be 
given, but remember this is only an 
estimate. The total price can’t be 
figured until the goods are weighed. 

Like most other transactions, talk 
to at least three different movers. 
While their rates may not be very 
different, their services could differ 
greatly. 


College Week has 
class on energy 
savings at home 


At the time of the estimate, in- 
terstate movers must provide the 
consumer with three documents — A 
Summary of Information for 
Shippers of Household Goods, the 
ICC’s Public Advisory No. 4, entitled 
"Lost or Damaged Goods — 
Prevention and Recovery” and a 
copy of the firm’s latest per- 
formance record. Movers in 
Michigan are required to give the 
consumer a copy of "Shippers 
General Information Guide.’’ 

The publications should be read 
and understood thoroughly to avoid 
future hassles or misun- 
derstandings. 

After a mover has been chosen, a 
service order will be prepared. This 
document includes the names, 
addresses and telphone numbers of 
everyone involved, the agreed 
pickup and delivery dates and the 
location of the scales where the 
shipment will be weighed It also 
tells how much the customer must 
paybeforethegoodsareunloaded at 
the destination point. Keep in mind 
most movers will take only cash, 
certified checks or money orders. 

An inventory of your goods and 
their condition will be made by the 
mover before the van is loaded. 
Make sure you and the mover agree 
before signing the inventory sheet. 
The same careful procedure should 
be followed when the goods are 


unloaded 
Never ship an item which couldn’t 
be replaced. Take important papers 
documents and jewelry with you 
dvring the move. Arrange to have 
antiques appraised before they're 
loaded on the van and note the ap- 
praisal on the inventory sheet If 
possible, go with the movers to 
weigh your property to protect 
against overcharging. 

Regardless of how far you’re 
moving, there are several ways to 
cut downthecost. Reduce the weight 
of the shipment by getting rid of 
items no longer needed. Hold a 
garage or rummage sale or throw 
aw r ay things which you will never 
need again. If you choose to donate 
many items to a charity, be sure to 
get a receipt for tax purposes. 

Consider shipping bulky, un- 
breakable items by slower, less 
expensive means. For example, 
books can be shipped at a special 
fourth class book rate. Check with 
the post office, bus companies and 
other shipping firms for rates which 
could save money. 

Consumers who decide to do it 
themselves may be i n for hard work 
but estimates on sa vi ngs run as high 
as 50 percent. Agencies which rent 
trucks and vans also may rent all 
equipment necessary for moving 
like dollies, pads and boxes. Many

Spices are your 


best helpmates 


By LEE SMITH

If you like to cook (as I do) and you come to the 
vegetable course (as we all do) you, no doubt, have the 
same problems all home chefs have — how to fix those 
carrots, beans and beets and that cabbage, squash and 
broccoli in a new, interesting and exciting way. 

It never fails when I pull out a head of cabbage that I 
delve into my many cookbooks for that something “dif- 
ferent” and usually end up with an old favorite anyway 
simply because I didn’t take enough time for its 
preparation. 

That being the case, one SHOULD be aware of what 
spices or herbs can be added to an otherwise ordinary 
vegetable to make it novel and still appealing. 

So — I did a little investigating on that vein and came up 
with which spices can be added to not only those vegetable 
dishes but to meats, fish, poultry, breads, desserts, 
pastries and liquers as well. 

This is the kind of list you’ll want to clip and tuck in your 
favorite cookbook since it will come in handy time and 
again. 1 

- - ALL SPICE, the fruit of the evergreen tree of the 
myrtle family. Use in pot roasts and meatballs on beets, 
sweet potatoes and yams, all kinds of squash, fruits, spice 
cakes, cookies, puddings and pies. I like to add a pinch to 
meatloaf as well. 

- - ANISE, dried seed of the parsley family with a strong 
licorice flavor. Use on fresh and baked fruits, in cookies, 
cakes, breads, soups, salads, fish dishes and liquers. 

- - CARAWAY SEED, seed of the parsley family. Use in 
breads, sauerkraut, white and green vegetables, noodles, 
pork roasts, and seasoned butter. It’s delicious in cole 
slaw, too. 

- - CARDAMON, fruit of the ginger family. This is the 
main spice in Danish pastries. Use in other baked goods, 
fruit salads, custards, hot wines, curries, and pickles. 

- - CELERY SEED, dried fruit of celery plant. Use in 


tomato juice, soups, fish, salad dressings, ground meats 
and stews. Add it to your cole slaw sometime — m-m-m. 

• - CINNAMON, inner bark of evergreen trees of the 
laurel family. Use whole sticks in pickles, preserves and 
beverages. Change to the ground variety for pies, cakes, 
breads, ham, pork roasts and stews. 

- - CLOVES, dried, unopened buds of evergreen trees of 
the myrtle family. Use whole cloves for garnishes, roasts, 
stews, hot or cold punches and wines. Use ground in baked 
desserts, fruits, vegetables, barbeque, spaghetti and chili 
sauces. Use sparingly. 

- • CORIANDER, dried seed of a plant in the parsley 
family. Use in candies, baked breads, desserts, roasts, 
chops, sausage, frankfurters, pea and bean soups, stewed 
fruits, curry and pickling spice formulas. 

- - CUMIN, dried seed of plant in the parsley family. Use 
in sauerkraut, dried beans, wild game. Use sparingly. 

- - DILL, dried seed and leaves of the parsley family. 
Dill is the seed necessary for dill pickles. Use in cottage 
cheese, salads, salad dressings and fish. Dill seed is 
slightly bitter; dill weed has a delicate bouquet. Sprinkle 
dill weed in potato soup and atop tossed salads. 
Delicious! 

- - FENNEL, fruit of perennial plant in the parsley 
family. Good on eggs, pickles, fish, pork and poultry and 
in Italian sausage and liquers. 

- - GINGER, dried root of the ginger family. Tasty in 
cakes, cookies, ginger bread, custards, in Oriental 
cookery, on vegetables, meats, pickles and preserves. 
Again use sparingly. 

- - MACE, dried outer seed covering fruit of the nutmeg 
tree. Good in devilsfood, pound and spice cakes, in soups, 
sauces and punches. 

-- MUSTARD, seeds from white or yellow and brown or 
black mustard plant. Try in egg and cheese dishes, 
sauces, meats, vegetables. Also add it to my sweet-sour 
dressing for wilted lettuce. 

Nutmeg, paprika and the rest of the spice-herb list next 
week. Keep watch.

Pulitzer Prize winner, 

J. Ross Baughman, 25, 
has 'Belleville connection' 


At May 17 luncheon 

Romulus Literary Club 
to mark 50th anniversary 


Aong those receiving the coveted 
Pulitzer Prize this year wasJ Ross 
Baughman, the 25-year-old son of 
Belleville resident, Patricia Baugh- 
man. 

Baughman, who w as awarded the 
prize for feature photography, 
submitted pictures of the plight of 
black prisoners in Rhodesia 
depicting only three of the atrocities 
committed by Grey’s Scouts, a 
Rhodesian Army unit. When 
Rhodesian authorities learned that 
Baughman as an Associated Press 
photographer, not as a potential 
army recruit, had witnessed the 
torturing, he was ordered to return 
to Salisbury where most of his film 
was confiscated and spoiled. 

Between assignments, Baughman 
came home for Christmas in 1977 
and enjoyed the chance to be with 
part of his family. His sister Mary 
Ann Bittner, who lives on Harmony 
Lane in Van Buren Township with 


her husband A1 and daughter 
Brinka says, “The first thing he 
wanted to do was take us to see 
“Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind.” 

When asked if she worries about 
her son’s own courageoiB close 
encounters, especially now that he is 
traveling between Lebanon and 
Egypt for Associated Press, Pat 
Baughman philosophizes, “He has 
always been very good at the things 
he really wants to do so I don’t worry 
about his absence and I don't worry 
about death He is taking pictures of 
what he wants to show the world and 
that accomplishment outweighs 
w'orry. 

Named for the late American 
newspaperman, Joseph Pulitzer, 
this noted prize for the arts and 
journalism is announced annually 
(April 17 this year) in several 
categories by the trustees of New 
York’s Columbia University and a 
15-member advisory board 


Baughman’s work earned two 
category nomination this year. In 
addition to the three winning 
photographs taken by Baughman 
last September, Professor Richard 
T Baker, secretary of the Pulitzer

award for investigative reporting in

A series of six brown bag concerts, a chili-making competition and an Yp- 
silanti Ethnic Festival are only a few of the events planned for May and June by 
the Downtown Promotion Committee of the Greater Ypsilanti Area Chamber of 
Commerce. These events, along with a boat show, a recreational vehicle show, 
a senior citizen’s day and two-day street dance are part of the DTPC’s plan to 
provide some kind of activity in the downtown area nearly every weekend of the 
spring and summer from mid-May to mid-September. 

The first event scheduled for the Washington Street Promenade will take 
place on May 17 at 12 noon.

The instrumental music for these occasions is made possible by funds sup- 
plied by the Recording Companies of America through the Music Performance 
Trust Funds, a public service organiation created under agreements with the 
American Federation of Musicians (AFM). 

The grant for these performances was obtained with the cooperation of Local 
No. 625 AFM. Under this arrangement, 50 percent of the cost is assumed by the 
Musician’s Trust and 50 percent by the committee and local business. The local 
arrangements were co-ordinated by Reade Pierce, an Ann Arbor realtor and 
secretary-treasurer of the AFM Ann Arbor local. Pierce has arranged for six 
different styles of music, ranging from rock to dixieland. 

The concerts will last for approximately one hour during the lunch hour and 
begin at 12 noon. Subsequent concerts will take place on May 24 and on June 7, 
14, 21 and 28. 

Promenade Utilization Committee Chairperson Louise Smith indicated the 
committee may schedule concerts throughout the summer next season, if these 
six are well received. 

Weekend activities will begin in earnest downtown on May 20th with the 
second annual new and used boat show. This event will feature new boats of all 
sizes from area marine dealers, as well as boats for sale by private owners. The 
event will begin at 9 a.m. and last until 6 p.m. on the Washington Street 
Promenade. 

Other activities scheduled for May and June are: 

— May 27, Ypsilanti Area Ethnic Festival; 

— June 3, Recreational Vehicle Show; 

— June 10, Senior Citizen’s Day; 

— June 17, the Great Chili Fest; and 

— June 23-24, Youth-Adult Street Dance.

Wayne loses 
rookie cage coach

Pardon the expression, but is Chuck Henry courting disaster? 

The soon-to-be 29-year-old ex-Wayne Memorial cage coach has 
resigned to accept a similar position at Dearborn Divine Child and, 
apparently, he’s making the move - or plunge - without any one 
twisting his arm. 

If Henry's decision would have been made a couple of years ago, 
it would be understandable. Divine Child had the best Class B 
basketball team in the state, while Wayne was rebuilding. This 
year the Falcons, however, slipped to a 5-15 record and the season 
was clouded with controversy. 

In fact, there were rumors that Coach Jim Schultz, who had led 
D.C. to the state title the year before was about to leave his cagers 
in midstream. 

Meanwhile, Henry replaced venerable Bill Hawley as Wayne’s 
head coach and in his first and only season led the Zebras to a KM 
league record and a second place finish in the Great Lakes 8 
Conference. 

He has many of those kids back, including Calvin Lee, Kyle 
Poteau and Mark Zerona, who, along with plentiful talent from the 
junior varsity which was a championship team, could possibly 
make the 1978-79 year a memorable one for Wayne cage fans. 

“The most difficult thing for me to do is to leave the group of 
players who I had coming back," said Henry. “And, of course, this 
is a once in a lifetime opportunity and I just couldn't pass it up. 

D.C. is a stepping stone 

“The program at Divine Child allows itself for a person to put in a 
maximum amount of time and, obviously, anyone who has followed 
D.C.’s athletic programs knows that it has earned national at- 
tention. 

“I hope to prove myself as a coach and a recruiter and use this 
opportunity as a stepping stone to advance my career." 

A graduate of Riverview High, Henry was an All-Area eager and 
went on to Monroe Junior College before completing his college 
education at Eastern Michigan Unviersity. He has worked in the 
Wayne-Westland Community School District for the past seven 
years and will remain as a teacher within the school district. 

Hawley, who serves as Wayne High’s athletic director, said he 
was disappointed to receive Henry’s resignation. 

“We are definitely disappointed that Henry is leaving the head 
basketball coaching duties," Hawley said. “We felt that he had a 
great future in front of him as a coach. He has tremendous rapport 
with the young men he works with and replacing him will be dif- 
ficult." 

Will Hawley come out of retirement? 

Hawley pointed out the coaching vacancy “will be filled with 
personnel within the school district." 

“Because of enrollment decline," Hawley said, “it is very likely 
that we will fill the vacancy with people within our school system. I 
don’t see hiring new teachers in the system at present." 

There is one record that Henry unknowingly may have set —he is 
probably the first head basketball coach in recent Wayne High 
history to leave the scene after only one year. 

Wonder if Hawley is ready to come out of “retirement"?

Drugs, sports 
just don 't mix 


Coaches, trainers and team 
doctors are urged to oppose the use 
of drugs by athletes unless needed 
for treatment of disease, deficiency, 
or severe injury. 

Donald L Cooper, MD, Oklahoma 
University team physician, told 400 
coaches, trainers and team doctors 
at a recent Michigan State Medical 
Society conference in Lansing that. 
“We are a drug-abusing society and 
athletes are part of the social en- 
vironment we live in.” 

Dr. Cooper spoke strongly against 
the use by athletes - or anyone - of 
cigarettes, wine, beer, liquor, 
amphetamines, marijuana and 
antigenic anabolic steroids. 

The after-affects can include. Dr. 
Cooper warned, stunted growth, 


cancer, hepatitis, bladder blockage, 
impotency, etc. 

He declared marijuana doubly 
dangerous now because much of it 
has been sprayed with toxic 
chemicals. He described research 
studies using placebos (water or 
sugar pills) that proved that an- 
ticipated benefits from drugs are 
largely mythical. 

The one-day annual conference 
stressed the importance of physical 
examination of athletes, good cin- 
ditioning, and also good relation- 
ships between parents, athlete, 
coach, trainer and team physician. 

Several speakers expressed 
disappointment in the apparent lack 
of interest in some senior and junior 
high school in sports-medicine, 
especially in intramural programs.

Everyone was a winner at the Wayne County 
Special Olympics, sponsored again this year by the 
Civitans of Plymouth. Wayne, Livonia and Dearborn. 

Nearly 1,300 mentally and physically impaired 
persons from all over Wayne County participated in 
the track and field events, swimming and bowling 
competition. 

The host city for the two-day event was Dearborn, 
where all the events were held on April 29 and May 
5. Civitan dubs rotate as the home city for the 
Olympics each year. Wayne is due to host the games 
next year. 

The Special Olympics is an all-volunteer effort, 
financed through the Civitan Clubs under the 
national sponsorship of the Kennedy Foundation, 
which originally came up with the idea for an 
Olympics for mentally and physically impaired 
persons. 

This year, some 400 volunteers participated in 
supervising games, according to Linda Potter, a 
fledgling Civitan whose husband, Dick, belongs to 
the Wayne chapter. Mrs. Potter organized the 
volunteer effort. She is currently trying to rouse 
enough interest in the service group to form a 


Westland chapter, since dub rules prohibit her from 
being in the same chapter with her husband. 

She explained that the Civitans work year-round 
preparing for the special day. Games and events are 
adapted to fit the special needs of the special 
participants. For instance, there is a blind runners 
event, special contests specifically for persons in 
wheelchairs and so on. 

Other events include high jump, track dashes and 
runs, a frisbee throw and softball throw, swimming 
and bowling. 

First, second and third place winners get ribbons, 
but all participants get Special Olympics T-shirts 
and ribbons for taking part. The emphasis of the 
games is to give participants a pride of ac- 
complishment in training for, and entering the 
events, win or lose. 

Many contestants from Western Wayne County 
participated in this year's event. They train for it at 
their schools throughout the year. 

Top winners in the events are eligible to go on to 
the state Special Olympics that will be held in Mt. 
Pleasant during the first week in June.
